The tnventor has obtained a lease of 
an abandoned railroad. RoBSorlng the 
signals, signal boxes and stations, he 
set np beside the track a line of iK>Ies 
carrying a slogle wire, and at inter- 
vals of about 500 yards placed be- 
tween the rails smaU "ramps" or 
raised pieces of metal.

K to Limit Running Time to Seventy 
Miles an Hour. 

An eastern railroad's riistiletiitgr of 
the speed of all trktna to 'leventy 
miles an hour indlcatea a tendency 
away from the old speed Ideals of 
American railway lu.inagt'inpnt. It Is 
significant that the new policy Ip 
adi)ptf il at a time when in improved 
roadbeds, the New York World re- 
marka. stronger brtdgaa, steal equip- 
ment and in everything but tougher 
rails, the roads are In better poattion 
to nin fast trains with safety than 
when most of the "llmlteds" and 
"flyers" were instituted. 

Moat speed rocords on American rall- 
roada. in ffeet, ware made under leaa 
Monra oporating conditions than now 
•zlat A Lehigh Valley train In 1897 
covered forty mllea at the rate of 
eighty miles an hour, a Burlington 
train in 190t ran fUtaan miles at a 
ninety-aight mile gait and a train on 
the Plant gyatam In IMI naQontllshed 
tho ranmrkahia fast ct rnaattg Ave 
aflaa at the rata of ItO mttaa an hoar. 
Aa tar back as 1848 the Qreat Weat> 
am of England ran a train iUty-thraa 
miles at s apood of ttatf <gllt mttas 
an hour. 

Seventy miles an hoar la the maxl- 
mom speed allowad on Itonoh rail- 
vonda. It la mora a thoory than a 

condition as respects trains on rogn- 

lar schedule in any country. The 
fastest German train, running between 
Berlin and Hamburg, maintains a 
speed of only fifty-five miles an hour, 
and Bngllsh schedulea are but little 
faster. 

Does a pnbllo demand eziiit for 
eighteen hour and odicr high speed 
trains? Railway managcrt; rHpn'fi''nt 
that It does, and a recent wreck was 
ascribed by an Illinois Jury to this In- 
direct causa. But the companlea are 
under no oempalalon to ran them, 
they are uneoonOmtcal. and moat 
havo hoan Instituted by way of rivalry 
and to adviartisr the road* mora than 
to meet any real need of the traveling 
pnbllc. 

A policy of speed reduction would 
aceord with the policy of retranch- 
maot with which railroad asaoutlvea 
aro ooBfrontad In other thlnga.
